Identify Two 
Fingerprints 
Two fingerprints of the men who 
used 
the 
automobile have been 
identified. One print was discover­ 
ed on a pair of dark glasses In 
the car, the other on one of the 
doors. 
Fingerprint Expert H. L. Bar- 
low, of central headquarters, stat­ 
ed that he had positively identi­ 
fied one of the prints as Hick­ 
man’s. 
Hunt had not been booked at the 
county Jail at that time and a com­

Questioning of Hickman was not 
complete today, only the first part 
of his dramatic story, told with the 
same characteristic unfeeling atti­ 
tude as he exhibited in telling of 
the butchering of Marion Parker, 
having been secured.

questioned concerning his

Detectives also prepared to as­ 
certain 
if Hickman’s 
murderous 
trail led through Cottonwood Falls. 
Kan., where the murder of an axed 
man has been without solution. 
Young Hunt was Identified today 
by Mrs. Thoms as one of the boys 
who participated in the holdup in 


which her husband was slain. She 
was in a state of collapse following 
the shock of seeing Hickman 
and 
Hunt in the county Jail. 
Hunt’s asserted confession gave 
a new detailed account of young 
Hickman’s criminal activities. 
Hunt began by saying he was 16 
years old. 
“Do you remember going into a 
drug store last Christmas eve and 
staging a holdup?” he was asked. 
“Yes sir,” Hunt replied. 
“Who was your accomplice?” 
“Edward Hickman." 
“Tell us in your own words how 
you happened to hold up the drug 
store and what transpired.” the de­ 
tectives questioning him then ord­ 
ered. 
“Sort Of Daxsd" 
’’Well, I don’t know Just what 
happened. It seemed like I was sort 
of dazed after I went In. We went 
in, saw the officer and about that 
time I decided It was time to run 
and I started to run, Just as the of­ 
ficer started shooting. Edward also 
started to run about the same time. 
’’I was hit in the shoulder as we 
left thj store,” Hunt continued. 
“I don’t know who suggested rob­ 
bing the place, 
Edward generally 
made those suggestions,” he said. 
"We were both armed. I had a 
Colt .38 automatic*. but I don’t know 
what kind of a gun Edward had. 
Hunt confessed he waa Involved 
in a number of holdups with Hick­ 
man, Including one In Fort Worth, 
one in Dallas and another In San 
Diego. 
He also admitted that he 
spent 
several weeks with 
Hickman 
in 
San Francisco, where they robbed a 
grocery store on Geary street and 
recounted 
Hickman’s 
automobile 
stealing activities which he denied 
he participated In. 
Adds To Confession 
Hickman added to his new con­ 
fession today, in which he outlined 
the holdup and murder of the young 
druggist Thoms. 
After 
the 
drugstore 
murder, 
Hickman and Hunt went • to 
San 
Francisco, staying there for several 
weeks. 
Taking up the confession today, 
Hickman said they came back to 
Los Angeles on a boat. 
“Did Hunt meet a girl in San 
Francisco from Kansas City?” he 
was asked. 
“There was a girl named Evans, 
who worked in the public library 
in Kansas City.” 
“Was

in

Francisco?” 
Hickman was asked and replied 
that she was not. 
Hickman said they came back 
to Los Angeles on a small steamer

Hickman said that later on Mrs. 
Driscoll discovered that they were

There Until March 
“We stayed there until March 
of 1927, when mother came out 
here,” Hickman said. 
"Then we 
both got Jobs at the First Na­ 
tional bank and quit holding peo­ 
ple up. 
That was the last time 
Welby was with me on a holdup.” 
Hickman said that Welby ob­ 
tained the Chrysler sedan in which 
the 
two 
boys 
drove 
here 
from 
Kansas City. 
“The 
car 
was 
Just 
off 
Main 
street on Lynwood boulevard and 
was unlocked. 
Welby got In and 
started It. 
I followed in a Ford 
coupe, which I had rented. 
We 
took the car to a garage and left 
it there for a week before we left 
Kansas City. 
“When we left Kansas City we 
went through Lawrence, Ottaway, 
Has., on down 
into 
Oklahoma, 
through McAlester and Tulsa, Into 
Texas, through Fort Worth and 
Dallas. 
We started to go through 
Abilene, but a man stopped 
us 
and questioned us about ownership 
of the car and we were afraid to 
continue that way so we returned 
to Dallas and drove south in Texas 
to San Antonio. 
Drove Across Texas 
“Then we started west and drove 
across the southern part of Texas 
right near the border, through El 
Paso on through Phoenix, Arts., 
and Yuma and on to San Diego 
and then to Los Angeles.” 
Hickman said they committed a 
number of robberies enroute 
to 
California and admitted that they 
had staged at least three holdups 
in Dallas. 
He declared, however, he nev­ 
er discussed kidnaping the Parker 
girl with Hunt and said that hts 
accomplice in the drug store mur­ 
der had nothing to do with the 


slaying of Marlon Parker. 
Detectives also questioned Hunt 
In connection with the death of 
his grandfather, who was reported 
to

suicide 
by 
Jumping off the Colorado street 
bridge, last fall. 
“Do

Hunt sold that his grandfather 
had no enemies that he knew of, 
but that Hickman had remarked at 
one time that Driskell was th* 
'•stubbornest man" 
he had ever 
seen.

to 
your knowledge?” 
“No but my grandfather would 
get awful disgusted with him on 
account of his getting sarcastic 
and moody. 
Edward always seem­ 
ed dissatisfied," Hunt said. 
Both boys denied that they had 
ever been associated with a “ban­ 
dit queen” in their holdup activi­ 
ties. 
Hunt said that he once heard 
Hickman remark that he “always 
wanted to cut somebody up and 
throw’ them along the highway.” 
"I can’t remember what brought 
the subject up—It was Just in the 
course of conversation," Hunt said. 
"I just took it as a silly notion. 
He would get 
moody—at 
other 
times just silly, or sick or Insane. 
Just Laughed It Off 
“I just laughed it off and made 
some remark. 
/ ’Do you believe that Hickman 
committed any other murders be­ 
sides the Parker murder and the 
Thoms murder?” detectives asked. 
“I am quite sure he didn’t, unless 
it was since I saw him last in 
Kansas City, or since he started 
on this spree,” he replied. 
Mrs. Martha C. Driskell, step- 
grandmother of the Hunt boy, also 
made a detailed statement to po­ 
lice. 
She said that young Hunt came 
to her home last January from 
Kansas City and secured employ­ 
ment In the First National bank. 
Later, according to her statement, 
he secured a leave of absence to 
go back on a business trip with 
her to Oklahoma. 
Mrs. Driskell said that Hunt’s 
mother,

Denies Knowledge 
Mrs. Driskell denied that she had 
any knowledge that young Hunt 
had been shot in attempting a 
holdup.
